On Sept. 7, 1905, Messrs. Brothers and Otterson 
attended the reentes of State Engineer, Governor 
and Council when bids for the Hooksett contract were 
opened. There was but one bid, that of the Lane 
Construction Company of Conn. for 79 cents per lin- 
ear foot for road construction and $5.00 per cubic yard 
for ledge excavation, which bid the Governor and 
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Council considered too high and it was rejected. It 
being so late in the season, the State Engineer was 
unable to get any further bids for the construction, 
and consequently the contract was put over until the 
coming season of 1906.

REPORT “OF 
BOARD OF. EDUCATION. 


To the Voters of the School District of Hooksett: 


Your Board of Education respectfully submits the 
following report: 


The transfer of two teachers, resignation of two 
and illness of others, have caused several changes in the 
staff of teachers during the year. 


No. 1. Miss Jennie Grundy taught Spring term, 
Miss Anna E. Stevens Fall and Winter terms. 


No. 2. Miss M. A. Butterfield taught Spring 
term, Miss Winnie E. Davis Fall and Winter terms. 


No. 8. Thomas White taught Spring term, Miss 
Marion Cutler Fall term and Miss Elgie Johnson Winter 
term. 


No. 4. Miss Winnie E. Davis taught Spring term, 
Miss Jennie Grundy Fall and Winter terms. 


No. 5. Mrs. Lillian Reed taught Spring and Fall 
terms, Miss Ethel E. Parmenter Winter term, 


No. 6. Mrs. A. M, Olmstead taught the Grammar 
School the entire year, Miss Jennie B. Abbott taught. 
the Primary School the entire year. 


No. 7. Miss Edith M. Webster taught Spring and 
Fall terms, Mrs. Mary Togus the Winter term. 


No. 8. Miss Florence A. Wilcox taught the entire 
year. 


REMARKS 


As soon as possible after the School Meeting held 
March 18, 1905, a meeting of the School Board, as con- 
stituted for 1905-6, was called and March 21st the meet- 
ing was held. Organization was effected by choice of 
F. A. Thomas as chairman and Geo. Keating, secretary. 


During the year ten regular and five special meet- 
ings were held for the transaction of business. The 
Board arranged with the Board of Selectmen for the 
use of a room in the Town Hall for storage of books 
and supplies, and a room up-stairs in the front part of 
building has been been fitted up for the purpose by an 
arrangement of shelves, etc. Books formerly stored in 
several places have been collected and placed upon the 
shelves in this room. At the beginning of the fiscal 
year many of the books in use in the various schools 
were old editions and badly worn. It was considered 
advisable to change from Frye’s Geographies to Mor- 
ton’s and from the Vertical System of Penmanship to 
to the Medial System. Walsh’s Arithmeties and 
Barnes’s Histories had been adopted by a former 
School Board, but only a few of each brought into use 
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and it was found necessary to purchase a large number 
in order to have in general use the standard approved 
by the Board. The Morton Geographies are considered 
by our teachers superior to any previously used, as the 
text is more systematically arranged and easier of com- 
prehension by children. The old books were sent to 
the dealer of whom we purchased new books, we there- 
by getting the benefit of exchange rates. Several 
schools were practically without Music Readers, making 
it necessary for a supply to be purchased. 

It is to be regretted that it should have been neces- 
sary to make so many changes at one time, but owing 
to the condition of many of the books it was considered 
less expensive than to buy a. supply of books similar to 
those in use and have them on hand when changes 
should finally be made. In order to comply with re- 
quirements of chapter 92, section 6, as amended by 
chapter 40, Session Laws of 1895 and chapter 31, Ses- 
sion Laws of 1908, it was necessary to purchase for use 
of Grammar School a supply of Cotton’s Elementary 
Physiology and Hygiene. The introduction of Carpen- 
ter’s Geographical Readers into the schools for supple- 
mentary reading has met with the approval of all who 
have seen the books and observed the result of their 
use. The Books now in use are in relation to North 
America, South America, Asia and Europe. As the 
reading of books relating to one continent is completed 
by pupils of a school, an arangement is made by the 
teacher to exchange with some other school for books 
relating to one of the other continents, making it unnec- 
cessary for us to purchase a great quantity of supple- 
mentary readers. 

During the year the insurance policies on all the 
school buildings in town expired and it became necessary 
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to reinsure every school building for three years, which 
we did through the agency of Arthur D. Brown, at an 
expense of $84.00. 


During the previous year there wasa great deal of 
correspondence between the Secretary of the present 
Board and the Vermont School Seat Co. in the effort to 
straighten out matters in connection with the new seats 
purchased several years ago for School No. 8. In March, 
1905, the missing parts were furnished by the concern 
and by direction of the Board the seats and desks were 
properly fitted in their places and, April 4th the bill 
amounting to $64.00 was paid. 


With the changes of books satisfactorily made, old 
bills for seats paid, various other old bills paid, insur- 
ance premiums paid, and no prospect of any extra 
expense being incurred in the near future, we are confi- 
dent that the School Department can be run the ensuing 
year in sucha way as to accomplish the best results at 
a minimum of expense. 


The regular meetings of the Board are held at 8 
o’clock the last Thursday evening of each month in 
Agent’s office in passenger station and, any persons in- 
terested inthe welfare of our schools, who have any 
complaint to make or ‘suggestions to offer for the ad- 
vacement of school interests will be cordially weleomed 
at these meetings. 


Friday evening, October 27, at Town Hall, Mr. J. 
C. Jennings favored us with a lecture in relation to the 
derivation of names of cities, towns, rivers, lakes, 
mountains, etc. This lecture was intended for the 
teachers and pupils of the public schools and was free, 
there being no expense whatever connected with the 
affair. The lecture was very entertaining and in- 
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structive, though the attendance was very small, not 
more than 40 being present. Mr. Jennings is certainly 
deserving of thanks for his kindness in favoring us as 
he did. 

The interest taken in our public schools by the 
parents and friends of the pupils is evidenced by the 
fact that, during the year just closed, the teachers’ re- 
gisters show the number of visitors to all the schools to 
have been 616. Number of visits by members of School 
Board during same period 103, total visits to schools 719. 

During the year a complete record has been kept of 
business transacted at each meeting of the Board and 
in the transaction of school business it was necessary 
‘for the secretary to write 150 letters of which copies 
have been kept. Twenty-three employment certificates 
have been issued by Secretary to children who had 
reached the age of 14 years and whose parents wished 
them to go to work, after complying with requirements 
of chapter 93, section 11, as amended by chapter 61. Ses- 
sion Laws of 1901.

Your Board of Health submits the following 
report: 


There has been an epidemic of Typhoid Fever, 
but no death from it. Four cases of Dyptheria with 
one death. Three houses were fumigated for Dyph-' 
theria, two for Consumption and one for Scarlet 
Fever. ‘There was a large number of Measles and a 
few cases of Chicken Pox. One well was examined 
and the water was found to be contaminated with 
sewerage and the well condemned. 


There was one complaint for nuisance.
